Mizutome DOES teach "a selection means for selecting a first constitutive element for displaying screen layout 
options on said screen (page 4 paragraphs [0081]-[0083]) and a second constitutive element for displaying a source of information 
according to said selected display information displayed on said screen (page 8 paragraphs [0122]-[0126])" and "a generation means for 
generating information based on a result of the selecting by said seleciton means and for generating said program based on said 
information (page 8 paragraphs [0122]-[0126], in order for the seleciton to be displayed, it would have to be generated)." Therefore, 
Mizutome DOES teach the claim limitaitons of land 6 and its respective dependent claims. 
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
